That this was a Meteor, that Meteors are a Colle- 
&ion of Sulphurous, Nitrous, and Humid Vapours, 
exhaledfrom the Earth, and that they fire as they a- 
ſcend, or when they aſcend to a certain Height, and 
that then they appear to us, all this our Fathers knew 
before us, and their Fathers before them, and our 
Children after us will be informed of the ſame ; 
but that this had ſomething extraordinary in it, 
for, or at leaſt take no 


Notice of, is moſt certain. For Example, 1. It 
was a much greater Collection of Combuſtibles than 
ever was heard of, or at leaſt in our Time, in any 
Meteor whatſoever. 2. That it aſcended to a 
greater Height than 1s uſual, before it took Fire. 


3. That when it took Fire, it burſt with a terrible 
Noiſe, a Thing which is not uſual, if ever it was 
| known to have happened before; for, as the Philo- 
ſophers deſcribe Thunder to be occaſioned by the 
Compreſſure of the Clouds, and to be no more 
than an impriſoned Vapour, forcibly dilating it 
ſelf, and burſting out from, and thro' the Cloud,; 
with a violent forcing the Air on every Side, by 
which the Blow is made, as in the Firing Gun- 
powder in a Mine; I ſay, as they deſcribe Thun- 
der, this could not be a Noiſe or a Force of the 
ſame Nature; for there was no Cloud to be ſeen, 
Nay, it 1s not impoſſible, but that this Body of 
Matter, whatever it was, had been carried up to a 
Height which it is impoſſible any Cloud ſhould 
drawn up to, and in a Place where no Cloud could 

. „„ | | 
Whatever cirumſcribed or impriſoned the Sul. 
phurous or Nitrous Particles, if ſuch they were, it 
mult, be of a Nature different from what Reaſon 
can conceiye of, or Words deſcribe, the Blow given

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being at ſuch an unconceivable Diſtance, and yet 


being heard hither, muſt be of ſuch Force origi- 


nally, that the Vibration, had it been near us, 


muſt have ſhook the whole Globe of the Earth, 


and have torn every moveable Thing upon the Sur- 
face of it in Pieces. A hundred thouſand Times 


ten hundred thoufand Millions of Barrels of Gun- 
powder muſt have been a Trifle to it. Let any of 


our Artiſts calculate the Diſtance the Body of Fire 
muſt be at, which at once could illuminate a Semi- 


diameter of the Earth, as much ſuperior to that of 


the Moon, as the Moon is ſuperior to that of a 
Looking-Glaſs; and then calculate the Noiſe be- 
ing heard hither as loud as a hundred Pieces of 


Cannon, whereas the loudeſt Thunder that ever 


was known cannot be heard thirty Miles. . 


- What then muſt the Cavity be, and of what Mat- 


ter compoſed, that contained theſe furious Exhalat- 
ons l and of what Nature and to hat Quantity muſt 
the Exhalations be! I believe we may challenge 
even Philoſophy it ſelf to account for cheſe Things. 


Now, Mr. Miſt, though I am no more for terri- 
ing ignorant People than they ought to be, or for 


crying out of Miracles and Judgments, threatning 


Plagues and Scourges, upon the Appearance of 
Things in the Air, however uncommon; yet when 
there are ſome ſuch viſible Appearances, which Na- 
ture has given no Diſcovery of, or Rules to judge 
of; when ſomething is done in the upper Part of 
Nature, which was never done there before, and 
ſhe ſeems to ſuffer ſome Convulſions extraordis 
nary, I am not for taking all ſupernatural Agency 
away, and taking, as it were, the Power out of 
God's Hand, as if he, could not command a new 
Thing to be ſeen in the Heavens, when he has 
me new Thing to do upon the Earth; this would 
be an Extreme as irreligious as the other is ſaid to 
be pernicious. Perhaps this Meteor may have no 
ominous Import, it may portend nothing to come, 
and yet perhaps it may : Therefore let me add one 
rf 9 8 "'F3 | : Thing, 
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Thing, by way of Reaſoning, - and I deſire you ke 
remember the Suggeſtion ; what if I ſhould tell 
you, it is very likely to portend an Exceſſive Drought, 
perhaps ſuch a one as has not been lately known ? {| 
I fay, if that ſhould follow, you may obſerve Thib- 
ted it to you, not by Way of Prophecy, but from 
ſome rational Deductions, which I ſhall account 
for whenever you demand the. 
But why, Mr. Miſt, muſt God's Goodneſs and 
Mercy, any more than his Vengeance and Juſtice 
be tied up, ſo that he cannot make Uſe of ſuch 
Things as theſe when he thinks fit, as well to 
warn and foretell what the World are to expect 
from him, if they change not their wicked Cour- 
ſes; we lee his Power uſes them to chaſtiſe the 
World, as in this, for Example, by which a Town 
has been fired in Flanders, near Tournay, above five 
hundred Houſes conſumed, and twelve Men 
burnt with the very Flaſh ; an Abbey in France, 
near Anmien, burnt down to the Ground, be- 
beſides many other Accidents, which, they ſay, 
have happened in Bobemia and in Hungary, the 
Particulars of which we cannot yet have @ full 
Account of. Are thoſe Things done meerly by 
Chance ? Had the Hand of Heaven no Influence ro 
guide the Flaſh to ſer thoſe Places on Fire? We 
may as well ſay we have nothing to thank him 
for, that our Towns or Churches, our Houſes or 
Perſons were not touched, which would be impious. 
Let us therefore leave that Part, and not take ſuch 
Pains to remove theſe Appearances out of the Diſ- 
eee of Providence; for though we need not 
e always canting of their particular Significa- 
tion, and preaching up the Events that ſhall fol- 
low, which it is certain we know nothing of; yet 
to ſay, that becauſe we can give ſome ſhallow, 
weak, and imperfe& Accounts of ſuch things from 
Reaſon and Philoſophy (and indeed the utmoſt we 
know of them is infinitely ſhort of what we can- 
not account for) that therefore infinite Power is 
FORE | LN, nor 
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not concerned in them, makes no Uſe of them, 
.and dire&s them to nothing, is. to ſay; what we 
have no Rule to juſtify, can give no Proof of, but 
have much Reaſon to contradiqcſgc e. 
There are ſome who would have us entertain 
Aͤpprehenſions of an Infection from the Operation 
>. of this Ball of Fire in the Air, and from the In- 
fluence of poiſonous Particles diſperſed about hy 

the Fume or Smoke that follow d. But I think 

the contrary is more rational, on the Account, 
| ſeeing, as Plagues and Infections are g to 

be propagated by noxious Vapours (which, tho J 
do not grant, yet I will not concern my ſelf to 
deny) yet thoſe noxious Vapours would rather be 
deſtroyed by this extraordinary Blaſt of Fire, than 
generated by it; and if it be true that Thunder 
clears the Air, and is eſte med whotefome, which 
may in Part be true, ſuch a Rupture of Fire as 
this muſt neceſſarily lick up all the humid, ſtagna- 
ted, corrupt, and infecting Particles of what kind 
What the Power of the Sun in an exceeding 
great Drought, if ſuch ſhould follow, may exhale 

from the Earth, and how thoſe Exhalations may 
condenſe and ſtagnate, or corrupt, I will not ſay; 
or how far ſuch an unſeaſonable Heat may affect 
human Bodies, is not my preſent Task: But as to 
a Plague following this great Blaze of Fire in the 
Air, as a natural Conſequence, I think it is not a 
rational Conjecture: Let us keep the middle Way, 
Mr. Miſt, and neither eſteem ſuch things altogether 
miraculous and fapernatural, nor'yer eatirely rake 
them out of the Hand of him that governs Nature, 
as if he had nothing at all to de with them. I 
forbear ſome other Obſervations, becauſe I would 
not tire your Readers; but hope you will think 
this Account uſeful to make publick for the Be- 
neſit of Mankind in general. 
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P. S. If ſome of the Accounts which I have met 
with from abroad, as well as from ſeveral Parts 
of Britain, are true, this immenſe Globe of Fire,

Abbeys, People, &c. on. | 
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OUR taking Notice in a former Jour- 

nal, of an Account of a Swarm of Rees 
at an unuſual Time of the Vear, as a 
remarkable Accident in the Courſe of 
Nature, gives Ground to conclude you 
are not averſe ſometimes to intermix with other 
Speculations ſome of thoſe more immediately re- 
lating to the Works of the Creation. And be- 
cauſe, in my Opinion, the Divine Wiſdom is diſ- 
played in none more (none at leaſt of the meerly 
animal Inhabitants of this Globe) than In the art- 
ful Induſtry, ſurprizing Sagacity, and regular 
OEconomy of thoſe wonderful little Creatures; L

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When a Colony or Swarm of n to be 
ſent out, either ſo late in the Vear, or ſo few in 
Number, that they are not able to provide a com- 
petent Stock of Honey until the Seaſon of the 
Vear returns, in which they may gather more; as 
ſoon as they perceive (for I know not what elſe. 
to call it) this to be their Caſe, they often take the 
Opportunity of a bright warm Day or two, to go 
out in Search for ſome other Hive that is better 
ſtored than their oëẽn; and when they have found 
one which they think weak enough as to Numbers, 
to be attack'd, they preſently reſolve upon the En- 
terprize; and accordingly the next warm ſunny Day, 
they go out in a Body, and attempt a Storm, which 
commonly proves a terrible Conflict: Sometimes the 
Colony happens to be ſtrong enough to give them 
a Repulſe, inſomuch that very few are able to en- 
ter, and then the reſt generally die on the Spot, or 
are ſo diſperſed, as not to be able to return home 
in any conſiderable Numbers: In this Caſe the Re- 
mainder of the Honey is left in the Hive (as I my 
ſelf have ſeen more than. once, having found in a 
Hive, with not above a Dozen Bees alive or dead, 
fourteen or fifreen Pound of Honey) but if the7ß 
are powerful enough to enter and keep Poſſeſſion 
one Night, both Colonies are as good Friends next 
Day, and as firmly united in one common Intereſt, . 
as if they had been both Natives of the ſame Place, 
and had both ſwarmed together; and as ſoon as... 
ever the Weather permits, they come and fetch 
away the reſt of the Honey, and all the uſeful and 
portable Matter they left behind, and put it to the 
common Stock. „ jt Fe 
Now, whether this. was the Caſe of the Lincohy-- 
BM fire Hive, I know not: However, conſidering the 
YM Hiſtory, this Reflection naturally ariſes, That if 
all thoſe who by Conqueſt, or otherwiſe, reduce - 
other Nations e e e which they have 
no Title to, would but imitate the Example of 
theſe brave and Lenerefr Conquerors, they might 
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make not only themſelves, but even the Subdued. 
happy. Bur, alas! ſuch is the 5 . oe & - 
man Race, beyond all the reſt of the Creation, 
that, on the contrary, they generally by Blood- 
ſhed and Rapine, Extortion and Oppreſſion, get 
what they can into their Power, and carry it into 
their own eee which often proves the Ruin 
of both.

Fus in the Beginning of his Reign, had encroached 
much upon the good. Diſpoſition of the Emperor, 
and eſpecially by the Connivance of his Courtiers. 
The good Man had long; in vain, importuned the 
Emperor in the Cauſe of the orthodox Faith, and 
_ earneſtly intreated him, that the Ariaut might not 
be permitted, ar leaſt not ſo openly, to vent their 
Blaſphemies againſt the bleſſed Son of God; and 
talking very WAS upon it with the Emperor 
one Day, he went ſo far as to tell him how dan- 
gerous it was for his Majeſty to Permit ſuch, an

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Affront to God his Maker, ſeeing the Son of God 
was God equal with his Father: But he found Thede- 
ſius, though a good Emperor, and a Friend to the 
orthodox Faith, yet took no great Notice of the |

Care about it, &c. But nothing was done, and the 
Arians grew every Day more inſolent than before.

| Time, that theſe great Men did affirm the Domi- 
nion of the Sea to be neceſſary to every Nation 
E that pretends to Empire; they ſuppoſed, that the 
| Seat of Empire would conſtantly remain upon 
the Continent ; never imagining, that a power- 
ful Empire could riſe, as it were, out of the O- 
3 cean, and fix its Majeſty in an Iſland. Now, if a 
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Maritime Power was thought neceſſary to he 
Perſians, the Greeks, the Carthaginians, and the Ro- 
mans; of how much greater Neceſſity muſt it be 
to the Inhabitants of an Iſland ? Since not only 
their Empire, but their being in any wiſe conſi- 
derable to the reſt -of the World; ſince not only 
their being conſiderable, but even their Wealth, 


and their very Safety depends upon it. 


If then a Maritime Power be allowed to be of 


the greateſt Conſequence, every Government (eſpe- 


cially Iflanders) muſt be very unwiſe, if they neg- 


1e& the proper Opportunities and Means of en- 


couraging Navigation: But, as it is evident, that 


Navigation cannot flouriſh without a ſufficient 


Number of Mariners, and that Mariners cannot a- 


bound without an extenſive Commerce ; and as it . 


is likewiſe evident, that every kind of Commerce 
does not equally furniſh Employment for Mari- 


ners: It follows (to Demonſtration) that a wiſe 


Government ought chiefly to countenance that 
Branch of Trade, which will prove the molt laſting 
Fund, and the apteſt Nurſery of Sailors. . 

On the foregoing Paragraphs my Readers may 


perceive, that I think it my Duty to take Notice 


of the Zeal, which many eminent Merchants, and 
other Gentlemen have lately ſnewn for the Reco- 
very of the Bririſh Fiſhery. I think nothing can 
properly be ſaid to the Traders concerned in this 
Affair, but to commend their Deſign; ſince it 


would be needleſs to undertake to fhew the Pro- 
firs and Advantages of a Trade to Perſons of Ex- 


perience, who would not be forward to engage in 
it, were they not firſt convinced of the one and 
the other. | | | : 

But, I muſt own, that it is not only the preſent 
Jaudable Attempts of my Countrymen, but like- 
wife the Condutt of our neighbouring Nations, 
whichenclines me to turn my Thoughts to this Sub- 
ject. Ir has long been the idle, unprofitable Com- 
plaint of the Engliſb, that the Dutch have, _ two 
Fe | | entus 
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Centuries now, gained immenſe Riches by fiſhing 
on the Engliſh Coaſts : And although their Gains 
have not hitherto incited our People to undertake 
that profitable Trade; yet ſurely when they ſea. 
the reſt of Europe convinced of the Advantages of 
it, and that even in France above two Millions 
Sterling have already been ſubſcribed to carry it 
on; they will at laſt be animated to bend their In- 
duſtry to a Traffick ſo apparently lucrative, and 
which their Situation enables them to cultivate 
beyond any other Nation. N . | 
Sir Walter Raleigh did (fo long ago as the Year 
Sixteen Hundred and Eighteen) repreſent to King 
James and his Council, that the Ho/landers employ'd 
in the Fiſhing Trade, on the Coaſts of Great Bri- 
tain, no leſs than Three Thouſand Ships, and Fifty 
Thouſand Men: Which Computation, tho' per- 
haps it might then be ſomewhat exaggerated, to 
engage that Prince to eſtabliſh a Fiſhery in Oppo- 
poſition to the Dutch; yet certainly, it cannot fall: 
much ſhort of the preſent Number of Men and 
Ships employed by them in that Buſineſs, if we 
farther conſider the additional Number of both, 
requiſite to tranſport and ſell the Fiſh, and to 
make Returns thereof, beſides thoſe employed in 
catching and curing them. | 
But, that my Fellow-Subje&s may ſa2, in the 
fulleſt Light, the vaſt Advantages which accrue to 
the Dutch from this Trade, I ſhail obſerve, Thar 
the famous Penſionary of Holland, John de Witt, 
does, in a Book of his (upon the Authority of ano- 
ther Dutch Author, who confirms in ſome Meaſure 
Sir Walter Raleigh s Obſervation) relate, that in the 
Year Sixteen Hundred and One, there ſailed from 
Holland Fifteen Hundred Buſſes on the Fiſhing- 
Trade, from Twenty Four to Thirty Tun each; 
beſide a great Number of ſmaller Veſſels, each of 
which could make three Voyages in the Year. 
Now, if what the Penſionary ſays in another Place

Now, I wovld fain know what a Preſage means ; 
whether it .is a Warning for us to prepare for an 
inevitable Fate? or whether by this timely No- 
tice, given by thoſe inviſible Spirits or Guardian 
Angels, the impending Evil be avoidable ? But 
grant it to be whether of theſe you will, I anſwer, 
that theſe Warnings, or Preſages, whether com- 
municated by Dreams, Voices, &c. are only faint 
Hints which our weak Judgments cannot readily 
apply: So that if they would have us underſtand 
their Hieroglyj +:icks and myſtical Alluſions, they 
ſhould furniſh us with a Key to them, by which 
we may never fail to interpret right, or, in plain

Day's Thoughts, eſpecially of ſuch Thoughts 
as we have Feed deepeſt in our Minds, and this 
by a nice Obſervation you'll find to be true. For 
the Organs of Senfation, or animal Faculty ha- 
ving been ſtrongly impreſſed by any Thoughts, 
Noiſes, &c. there remains an Aptneſs and Propen- 


ſity to receive the ſame ; for it's moſt certain, that 


if your Mind has been very intent upon any we 
i - 
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the ſame will for ſome time, that is, till thoſe 


Impreſſions are a little worn off, crowd into your 
Mind, notwithſtanding you endeavour to divert 
your Thoughts by contrary Contemplations; the 


like I have frequently obſerved of Noiſes.— And 


as for what is 1aid of the Lady's dreaming of Fire, 
it might probably be the Smell of the Fire might 
occaſion: the Dream; for I have in ſeveral Caſes 


. obſerved Smelling to influence the Thoughts ; but 
the Nature and Difference of Dre ams is chiefly to 


be attributed to the particular Complexion ; as 
Cholerick, Melaneholick, Sc. As for Apparitions, 


and Hag.-riding, they are generally the Effects of 


Imagination, and a diſturbed animal Faculty; 
for, as to the Nature and Cauſe of Hag-riding, or 


the Incubus, Phyſicians know it full well to be 


only a natural Diſtemper : And to prove, that 


Apparitions and Appearances are generally the 
Effect of Fear and Imagination, I could give you 

ſeveral remarkable Stories, and ſome of them 
from my own Experience: So that J am perſwaded, 


that a ſtrong Imagination, (eſpecially in a weak 
Light, or Twilight) is able to repreſent whatever 
Shape you pleaſe ; and that it is only Imagination 
that has ccnjured up moſt, if not all, the Ghoſts 
that have appeared in the World this many Ages. 


The ſame may be ſaid cf Noifes, Voices, and 
Knockings ; for how common is it to. fancy we 


hear ſuch Things, which proves to be nothing bur 
Deluſion. It would be too tedious to trace the 
wonderful Effects of this Faculty, as in the Caſe 
of ſome Hypochondriacks, who fancy the moſt ab- 
ſurd, extravagant Things, and yet take them out 
of the Whim, and nobody talks with more Rea- 


fon, Thus I have partly, and had I more Room to 


expatiate, could more clearly make it appear to 
be very often the Effe& of Imagination, and a 
meer Deceptio Viſus ; therefore I fee no Reaſon to 


draw a Concluſion from a few Inſtances, and ſuch 


too, which, according to the Nature of accidental 


Cauſes, 
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Cauſes, muſt often happen: And why ſhould we en- 


courage Notions which ſerve only to torment. and 
perplex us? For theſe Obſervations of Dreams, 


Death-Watches, Voices, Knockings, Dogs how- 
ling, digging the Earth, and the like, do, as I. 
have remarked, oftner miſs than hit. | 

But granting them to be always true, where is 


the Uſe of them, unleſs you could prove (which I 


believe you cannot) that by this Means we might 
ward off the Misfortune ; otherwiſe tis only an- 
ticipating the Evil, putting our ſelves upon the 
Rack, and diſquieting our ſelves for noughr; and, 
Lam ſure, cannot agree with the pureſt Doctrines 
of Chriſtianity, which teaches us to expect all with 


a patient Submiſſion, and an entire Reſignation to 


the Will of God. As for the Notion of Guardian 
Angels always attending us, infuſing into our 
Minds good Thoughts ; and contrarily, the Devil's 
endeavouring to corrupt us by wicked and hel- 
liſh Infinuations, I cannot ſee how they agree 


with our being free Agents, which muſt be al- 


lowed, unleſs we run our ſelves into unaccounta- 
ble Errors.
